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MINUTES  OF  1962  TOWN  MEETING 


At  a  Legal  meeting,  above  notified  and  held  at  the 
School  Building  in  Greenland,  on  Tuesday,  March  13, 
1962,  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  evening,  the  meeting  was 
opened  by  the  Invocation,  given  by  the  Reverend  Sion 
M.  Lyman.  This  was  followed  by  a  Salute  to  the  Flag, 
led  by  the  following :  Boy  Scout,  Raymond  Grady,  Girl 
Scout,  Kathy  McAdams;  Cub  Scout,  George  Ferriter. 
The  Warrant  was  then  read  by  Moderator,  John  R. 
Brackett. 

Articles  1  and  2  —  By  non-partisan  ballot,  cast  from 
10:00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.,  the  following  officers  were 
elected,  and  sworn  in  by  the  Moderator,  as  soon  as 
announced  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Town  Clerk,  Esther  M.  Beals;  Selectman,  G.  Newton 
Weeks;  Treasurer,  Constance  Syphers,  sworn  in  by 
Town  Clerk,  March  14;  Tax  Collector,  Andrew  R. 
Schools;  Fire  Chief,  William  B.  Brackett;  Highway 
Agent,  W.  Richard  Weeks;  Auditors,  Herman  W. 
Parker,  Frank  E.  Wirling;  Library  Trustee  for  three 
years,  Everett  W.  Bennett. 

Also  sworn  in  were  the  following  appointed  officers : 
Chief  of  Police,  Richard  D.  Wentworth;  Deputy  Police, 
Raymond  J.  Maher,  John  A.  Chick,  Frederick  Bouras- 
sa,  A.  Duncan  Brackett;  Health  Officer,  Walter  E.  Pur- 
rington;  Building  Inspector,  Roy  K.  Fernald;  Water 
Board  member  for  three  years,  Frank  J.  Lane;  Plan- 
ning Board  member  for  five  years,  Donald  F.  Yeaton; 
Chairman  of  Civil  Defense,  Col.  George  L.  Prindle, 
sworn  in  by  Town  Clerk,  March  16,  1962. 

Article  3.  G.  Newton  Weeks  explained  the  amount 
needed  for  town  charges  and  moved  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $21,227.50. 
Seconded  by  Ralph  D.  Fisher.  Jarib  Sanderson  ques- 
tioned the  legality  of  a  change  in  the  salary  of  the 
Tax  Collector,  without  an  article  in  the  Warrant.  Mr. 
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Lynam  said  that  the  action  taken  last  year  was  legal 
and  the  Article  included  the  salary  of  town  officers. 
The  Article  was  passed  with  the  estimated  amount  for 
the  ensuing  year  to  be  $21,227.50. 

Article  4.  It  was  moved  by  Calvin  McShane,  second- 
ed by  Richard  Moody,  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate,  for  the  building,  repair  and  mainten- 
ance of  highways  and  bridges,  the  estimated  amount 
of  $5,500  for  summer  work  and  $4,000  for  winter. 
Passed. 

Article  5.  After  being  questioned  by  Russell  Rol- 
ston  as  to  where  the  money  was  spent,  W.  Richard 
Weeks  explained  that  it  could  be  spent  on  any  town 
road.  Mr.  Rolston  then  moved  that  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $97.06  against  the 
State's  $647.05,  for  construction  and  maintenance  of 
Class  V  roads.  Seconded  by  Richard  Moody  and  passed. 

Article  6.  Mr.  Kohlhase  raised  the  question  of  what 
is  done  with  this  money,  and  the  method  of  spraying 
was  explained  by  G.  Newton  Weeks.  Motion  was  made 
by  Mr.  Lynam,  seconded  by  Frank  Rolston,  that  the 
town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450 
for  the  extermination  of  moths  and  elm  tree  beetles. 
Passed. 

Article  7.  It  was  moved  by  Herman  W.  Parker, 
seconded  by  William  H.  Eckhart,  that  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,  for  the  support 
of  the  Weeks  Public  Library.  Passed. 

Article  8.  It  was  moved  by  Mary  Collins,  seconded 
by  Violet  Chisholm,  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1000,  for  the  care  of  the 
cemeteries.  Passed. 

Article  9.  The  motion  was  made  by  Parker  Rolston, 
seconded  by  Franklin  Durgin,  that  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $175  for  the  care  of 
the  Parks.  The  question  asked  by  Robert  Blanchette 
as  to  how  the  money  was  spent,  was  explained  by 
Frank  G.  Rolston.  Motion  then  passed. 
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Article  10.  Motion  made  by  Franklin  Durgin,  sec- 
onded by  Corrinne  Rolston,  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,  for  the  observance 
of  Memorial  Day.  Passed. 

Article  11.  The  motion  was  made  by  Calvin  Mc- 
Shane,  seconded  by  Robert  Crothers,  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150,  for 
the  Seacoast  Regional  Development  Association,  for 
publicity  and  promotion  as  authorized  by  State  Statute. 
Passed. 

Article  12.  It  was  moved  by  Russell  Rolston,  sec- 
onded by  Richard  Moody,  that  the  town  vote  to  author- 
ize the  selectmen  to  borrow  money  on  short  term  notes 
in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Passed. 

Article  13.  Herman  W.  Parker  explained  the  need 
of  a  plan  for  the  future,  to  take  care  of  the  water 
question  in  Greenland,  and  moved  that  the  town  vote 
to  adopt  the  following  as  a  code  of  operation  for  the 
Water  Board  of  the  town: 

The  Water  Board  of  Greenland  shall: 

a.  Receive,  consider,  and,  if  approved,  transmit  to 
the  Portsmouth  Water  Department  all  requests 
for  water  service. 

b.  Plan  future  extensions  and  improvements  to 
the  water  service  in  the  Town,  and  prepare 
and  promulgate  rules  and  standards  for  the 
extensions  of  water  mains  and  service,  includ- 
ing the  location  of  hydrants  and  valves. 

c.  Negotiate  with  developers  of  land  within  the 
Town  and  with  the  City  of  Portsmouth  con- 
cerning the  extension  of  water  mains  and  serv- 
ices within  the  Town. 

d.  Approve  all  extensions  of  water  mains  and 
services  within  the  Town  and  oversee  the  con- 
struction of  the  same,  to  ensure  compliance  with 
Town  standards. 
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e.  Approve  and  supervise  the  installations  of  all 
water  mains  and  appurtenances  authorized  to 
be  constructed  by  the  Town. 

f.  Keep  the  Selectmen  informed  in  all  matters  re- 
lating to  water,  and  make  recommendations  to 
them,  from  time  to  time,  regarding  such  meas- 
ures as  the  Board  feels  should  be  taken,  to  pro- 
tect water  sources  within  the  Town. 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Ralph  D.  Fisher  and 
passed. 

Article  14.  After  Frank  J.  Lane  gave  an  explana- 
tion of  our  present  water  situation,  he  moved  that 
the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3000,  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Selectmen,  toward  the  further  de- 
velopment of  the  water  system  in  Greenland.  Seconded 
by  Calvin  McShane.  In  answer  to  the  question  of  Rob- 
ert Crothers,  as  to  spending  a  larger  amount  now, 
perhaps  $10,000,  it  was  explained  that  it  seemed  wiser 
at  present  to  spend  smaller  amounts.  Harry  Dowiing 
asked  if  there  might  be  a  limited  supply  of  water  from 
Portsmouth,  and  Mr.  Lane  explained  that  was  not 
likely  to  happen.  Motion  was  then  passed. 

Article  15.  G.  Newton  Weeks  explained  the  action 
taken  last  year  for  mosquito  control,  and  moved  that 
the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300 
for  the  control  of  mosquitoes  in  town.  Seconded  by 
Ralph  Fisher.  After  some  discussion  in  which  the  gen- 
eral opinion  seemed  to  be  that  the  spraying  was  not 
very  effective,  on  a  voice  vote  the  motion  was  lost. 

Article  16.  It  was  moved,  by  Calvin  McShane,  sec- 
onded by  Jarib  Sanderson  that  the  town  vote  to  ac- 
cept two  pieces  of  road  that  have  been  built,  according 
to  specifications  in  the  ordinances,  and  have  met  the 
approval  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  town  Road 
Agent:  Namely,  the  extension  of  McShane  Avenue  for 
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a  distance  of  100  feet,  then  turning  southeasterly  and 
extending  for  a  distance  of  850  feet  on  Meadow  Lane. 
This  Lane  adjoins  Hillside  Drive  which  was  accepted 
in  1961.  Passed. 

Article  17.  It  was  moved  by  Natalie  Bunker,  sec- 
onded by  Robert  Blanchette,  that  the  town  vote  to 
empower  the  Selectmen  to  accept  sections  of  road: 
namely,  Sunset  Drive  running  westerly  from  Tuttle 
Lane  approximately  650  feet  and  connecting  with  one 
Riverside  Lane,  running  southerly  from  Route  101  for 
a  distance  of  750  feet.  With  the  approval  of  the  town, 
the  Selectmen  may  act  to  accept  these  roads  if,  and 
when,  the  same  are  built  according  to  specifications 
in  the  ordinances,  and  meet  the  approval  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  and  the  Town  Road  Agent.  Passed. 

Article  18.  It  was  moved  by  Edna  B.  Weeks,  sec- 
onded by  Frank  G.  Rolston  that  the  amount  of  the 
budget  be  corrected  by  deducting  the  $300  not  voted 
in  Article  15.  Passed. 

It  was  moved  by  Robert  Crothers,  seconded  by  Rob- 
ert Blanchette,  that  the  next  town  report  contain  a 
list  of  the  taxes  paid  by  individuals  in  the  town.  This 
motion  was  declared  out  of  order. 

G.  Newton  Weeks  asked  if  there  were  some  women 
who  would  be  willing  to  serve  on  a  Jury,  and  requested 
that  they  give  their  names  to  the  Town  Clerk. 

It  was  moved  by  G.  Newton  Weeks,  seconded  by 
Donald  Yeaton,  that  the  meeting  adjourn.  Adjourned 
9:23  P.M.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenland  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Central  School 
in  said  Greenland  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of 
March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

(The  polls  will  open  at  10:00  a.m.  and  will  close  no 
later  than  6 :00  p.m.  to  elect  Town  Officers.  Discussion 
and  action  on  the  other  articles  in  the  warrant  will 
take  place  in  the  evening  beginning  at  8:00  p.m.) 

2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on  the 
result  of  your  ballot  in  the  election  of  Town  Officers. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same.  The  estimated 
amount  for  town  charges  is  |22,449.00. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  building,  repair,  and 
maintenance  of  highways  and  bridges.  The  estimated 
amount  is  $5,000  for  summer  work  and  $4,500  for 
winter  work. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $112.06  against  the  State's 
$747.04  for  construction  and  maintenance  of  Class  V 
roads. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $450  for  the  extermination  of 
moths  and  elm  tree  beetles. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  support  of  the 
Weeks  Public  Library. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,000  for  the  purpose 
of  installing  a  toilet  in  the  Weeks  Public  Library. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  care  of  the  ceme- 
teries. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $175  for  the  care  of  parks. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  observance  of 
Memorial  Day. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $160  for  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Development  Association  for  publicity  and  promotion 
as  authorized  by  State  Statute. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  on  short  term  notes  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  used  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Water  Board  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen, 
toward  the  further  development  of  the  water  system 
in  the  Town  of  Greenland. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  seven  hundred 
(700)  feet  of  road  called  Meadow  Lane  running  in  a 
northwesterly  direction  from  McShane  Avenue  and 
seven  hundred  (700)  feet  of  road  called  Hillside  Drive 
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running  in  a  northwesterly  direction  from  McShane 
Avenue  joining  each  other  on  a  curve  of  intersection. 
These  roads  have  been  built  according  to  specifications 
and  meet  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Town  Road  Agent  and  are  extensions  of  roads  which 
were  accepted  by  the  Town  in  1961  and  1962. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,790  to  purchase  a  police  cruiser. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  may  authorize  the  numbering  of  buildings 
on  the  public  streets  of  the  Town  of  Greenland  in  ac- 
cord with  a  standard  system  of  marking. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  would  be  willing  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  as  the  town's  share  for 
the  construction  and  development  of  the  Seacoast  Area 
Airport  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  confer  and  con- 
sult with  Federal,  State,  and  neighboring  town  officers 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  construction  of  an  area 
airport  the  location  of  which  is  designed  to  be  in  Strat- 
ham,  N.  H.  This  $2,500  could  be  raised  as  an  assess- 
ment of  $500  each  year  for  five  years  beginning  in 
1964. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  by  adopting  the  revised  code  of  Zoning 
Regulations  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. 
The  recommended  changes  are  as  follows : 

Article  III.     Definitions — Add  the  following  section: 

"K.  Motor  Vehicle  Junk  Yard.  A  lot  on  which  is 
maintained  two  or  more  unregistered  motor  ve- 
hicles which  are  unfit  for  use  on  highways  or 
where  used  parts  and  materials  of  motor  vehicles 
are  stored  or  permitted  to  accumulate  out-of-doors." 
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Article  V.     Commercial  District — Revise  paragraph 
G  of  section  1  to  read  as  follows : 
"G.     Auto    Trailer,    Tourist    Park    or    Camp    Site 
provided  that  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  rule 
after  a  public  hearing  that  the  same  shall  not  be 
detrimental  to  the  neighborhood,  shall  not  create 
or  constitute  a  fire,  health,  traffic,  or  other  hazard, 
and  shall  comply  with  sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4  of 
Article  VII  of  this  Ordinance." 
Article  VI.     Industrial  District — Revise  section  7  to 
read: 

"7.  Auto  Trailer,  Tourist  Park  and  Camp  Site 
provided  that  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  rule 
after  a  public  hearing  that  the  same  shall  not  be 
detrimental  to  the  neighborhood,  shall  not  create 
or  constitute  a  fire,  health,  traffic,  or  other  hazard, 
and  shall  comply  with  sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4  of 
Article  VII  of  this  Ordinance." 
Article  VII.  Auto  Trailer,  Tourist  Camp  Sites — Re- 
vise this  Article  to  read  as  follows : 

"Article   VII.     Auto   Trailer,   Tourist    Camp    and 
Park  Sites,  Auto  Trailer  and  Mobilehomes. 

1.  There  shall  be  for  each  unit  of  an  auto 
trailer,  tourist  camp  and  park  site  at  least  7500 
square  feet  of  ground  area  and  in  addition 
thereto  an  additional  7500  square  feet  of  area 
for  each  group  of  10  units  or  fraction  thereof, 
as  a  service  lot. 

2.  A  "unit"  is  defined  as  the  area  and  facilities 
designed  for  use  as  location  or  accomodation 
of  a  single  overnight  cabin,  single  section  of  a 
multiple  cabin,  house  car,  tent,  trailer  or  mobile- 
home. 

3.  All  roadways  shall  be  paved  and  at  least 
one  paved  parking  space  shall  be  provided  for 
each  trailer  or  mobilehome.  All  roadways  shall 
be  lighted  at  night.  No  parking  shall  be  allowed  on 
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roadways.  If  service  roads  to  the  rear  of  trailers 
or  mobilehomes  are  provided,  they  need  not  be 
paved  but  must  be  graveled  sufficiently  for  all- 
weather  use.  Such  service  roads  need  not  be 
illuminated. 

4.  No  sheds,  lean-tos  or  other  structures  may 
be  built  onto  any  trailer  or  mobilehome  other 
than  an  awning  or  entryway. 

5.  No  trailer,  house  trailer  or  mobilehome  may 
be  installed  on  any  lot  in  any  district  by  the 
owner  of  said  lot,  for  his  own  occupancy  or 
the  occupancy  of  others  save  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  good  cause  shown  may  grant  a 
permit  for  the  same  for  not  more  than  three 
months  at  one  time,  and  not  more  than  one 
year  together.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  section 
solely  to  permit  a  person  owning  a  lot  to  occupy 
such  a  trailer  as  a  temporary  home  while  en- 
gaged in  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of 
his  own  domicile." 

Article  IX.     Enforcement — Change  the  first  line  of 
section  6  to  read : 

"No  land  in  any  district  shall  be  used  for  a  motor 
vehicle  junk  yard,   dump,  or  a  place  for  refuse, 

waste " 

Appendix — Revise  the  description  of  the  Zones  as 
follows : 

"Zone  One.     Residence  District 

Zone  one  shall  be  the  Residential  District  and 
shall  be  all  other  lands  or  areas  not  included 
in   Zone    Two,    Commercial    District    and   Zone 
Three,  Industrial  District. 
Zone  Two.     Commercial  District 

Zone  two  shall  be  the  Commercial  District  and 
shall  be  the  area  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  described  as 
follows : 
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It  shall  include  all  lands  within  500  feet  of 
Portsmouth  Avenue  beginning  at  a  point 
500  feet  west  of  the  intersection  of  Winnicut 
Road,  Bayside  Road  and  Portsmouth  Avenue, 
easterly  and  northeasterly  along  Portsmouth 
Avenue  to  a  point  300  feet  southwest  of  the 
Railroad  Crossing. 
Zone  Three.     Industrial  District 

Zone  three  shall  be  the  Industrial  District  and 
shall  be  the  area  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  described  as 
follows : 

It  shall  include  all  lands  within  500  feet  and 
on  the  north  side  of  Portsmouth  Avenue  be- 
ginning at  the  Railroad  Crossing,  south- 
westerly along  Portsmouth  Avenue  a  distance 
of  300  feet. 

It  shall  include  all  lands  within  500  feet  of 
Ocean  Road  beginning  at  the  N.  H.  Turn- 
pike Overpass  (Interstate  95)  southeasterly 
along  Ocean  Road  a  distance  of  1000  feet." 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  legally  may 
come  before  this  meeting.

The  circulation  figures  show  an  increase  over  last 
year  of  over  1,500.  The  increase  is  especially  noticeable 
in  children's  books.  To  accommodate  school  children 
who  are  unable  to  come  during  regular  hours,  the 
library  is  open  an  hour  earlier  on  Tuesdays.  Under  the 
supervision  of  the  teachers,  pupils  may  come  to  the 
library,  select  books  and  return  before  the  close  of 
school.  Since  one  of  our  goals  is  to  get  more  children 
to  use  the  library,  we  feel  we  have  made  progress  in 
this  direction,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  school  and 
teachers. 

Several  books  have  been  added  to  the  reference 
collection,  including  a  new  biographical  dictionary,  a 
geographical  dictionary,  an  encyclopedia  of  world  his- 
tory, and  an  encyclopedia  of  American  history.  Other 
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reference  material  will  be  added  as  funds  permit.  Each 
year  the  Greenland  Junior  Women's  Club  adds  a  year 
book  to  the  World  Book  Encyclopedia,  thus  keeping  it 
up  to  date.  We  extend  our  thanks  again  to  the  Club. 

The  trustees  and  librarian  wish  to  express  their 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  two  large  magazine 
racks  given  by  Colonel  George  L.  Prindle,  Ret.,  and 
Mrs.  Prindle.  They  are  proving  a  most  useful  addition 
to  the  equipment. 

Other  new  equipment  includes  four  new  bookcases, 
together  with  a  new  desk  chair  for  the  librarian. 

The  new  cataloging  system  is  continuing  with  the 
help  of  Marion  Goodwin,  who  also  assists  at  the  Ports- 
mouth High  School  library.  Mrs.  Paul  McAdams,  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  has  also  given  many  hours  of 
work  to  the  cataloging.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  period  from  Jan.  1,  1962  to  Dec.  31,  1962 
the  Greenland  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of 
over  40  calls  for  assistance  of  all  types. 

Of  the  local  calls,  3  were  for  chimney  fires,  4  for  grass 
and  brush  fires,  1  house  fire,  and  1  barn  fire.  Also  dur- 
ing the  same  period  the  Fire  Department  answered 
numerous  requests  from  people  having  trouble  with 
household  appliances,  burned  1  barn  considered  a  fire 
hazard  at  owner's  request. 

Also  included  was  several  calls  to  wet  down  the  town 
dump  during  dry  periods  as  well  as  a  number  of  calls 
for  fallen  limbs  and  wires. 

During  the  period  from  Oct.  6  to  Oct.  8,  the  Fire 
Dept.  also  assisted  about  16  families  who  had  their 
basements  flooded  by  the  heavy  rains  which  occurred 
at  that  time. 

Estimated  value  of  property  involved  in  local  fires 
was  set  at  about  $90,000  with  an  estimated  loss  of 
$2,250. 

Under  the  Mutual  Aid  System  Greenland  was  aided 
by  the  Rye  Fire  Dept.  for  1  fire,  while  during  the  year 
aid  was  provided  to  Portsmouth  for  2  fires,  Stratham 
2  fires,  Newington  2  fires  and  Rye  for  1  fire.

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REPORT  ON  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


Immediately  after  the  Cuban  crisis  interest  in  Civil 
Defense  greatly  increased.  Several  residents  raised 
questions  about  our  status  and  rightfully  so. 

The  Director  held  several  conferences  with  the  Chair- 
man, Board  of  Selectmen  informing  him  of  the  status 
of  Civil  Defense  and  requesting  aid  in  increasing  the 
size  of  the  unit.  This  aid  he  freely  gave.  The  unit  now 
numbers  thirty-three  persons,  both  men  and  women. 
We  can  use  more,  at  least  twelve,  in  the  Engineer, 
Rescue,  Supply  and  Transportation  sections.  We  both 
also  conferred  with  Mr.  Butler,  the  Civil  Defense 
Director  of  Portsmouth,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

The  matter  of  possible  public  shelters  was  discussed. 
The  Central  School  was  considered  but  the  Army 
Engineers  advised  that  it  did  not  meet  the  requirements 
for  a  fall-out  shelter.  In  this  connection,  any  one  who 
wishes  to  build  a  private  fall-out  shelter  should  contact 
Mr.  John  R.  Brackett  who  has  been  appointed  Shelter 
Coordinator  on  the  staff  of  the  Director. 

It  was  considered  desirable  to  distribute  certain 
pamphlets  to  the  residents  of  the  town.  This  was  done 
through  the  aid  and  cooperation  of  the  men  who  pick 
up  the  trash  from  many  residents.  The  help  given  by 
this  group  is  greatly  appreciated.  Further  distribution 
was  made  personally  by  the  Chairman,  Board  of  Select- 
men and  the  Director  working  jointly.  The  remainder 
of  the  town  was  covered  in  three  trips  of  about  two 
hours  each. 

Certain  information  about  Civil  Defense  has  been 
published  in  the  church  bulletin  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  Mrs.  Mary  Collins.  It  is  hoped  to  continue  this 
method  from  time  to  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  BOARD 


REPORT  OF  1962  ACTIVITIES 

The  year  1962  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  in- 
stallation of  the  six  inch  water  main  along  Newington 
Road.  This  project  was  contracted  for  with  1961  funds 
but  not  installed  until  spring  of  this  year.  A  total  of 
1008  ft.  of  six  inch  pipe  was  installed,  with  856  ft. 
being  paid  for  out  of  last  years  budget  and  156  ft.  from 
this  years  allotment. 

The  remainder  of  our  budget  was  used  along  with 
$2800  contributed  by  property  owners  along  Tuttle 
Lane  to  lay  approximately  2200  ft.  of  six  inch  pipe 
from  the  intersection  of  Sunset  Drive  and  Tuttle  Lane 
to  the  entrance  of  Camp  Gundalow  at  a  total  cost  of 
$5,470.00. 

Due  to  the  small  size  of  pipe  feeding  this  section,  the 
number  of  taps  on  this  line  have  been  limited,  on  the 
advice  of  the  Portsmouth  Water  Dept.,  until  adequate 
pipe  can  be  installed  from  the  end  of  the  eight  inch 
main  on  Portsmouth  Avenue  to  the  new  section  now 
installed  on  Tuttle  Lane. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  several  meetings  with 
the  City  Manager  of  Portsmouth,  Mr.  Violette,  and 
Mr.  Stevens,  Supt.  of  Public  Works.  We  have  received 
much  advice  and  the  fullest  cooperation  from  these 
officials  and  feel  that  the  Greenland  Water  Board  has 
profited  greatly  thru  the  good  relations  established 
with  them.  All  of  our  moves  have  been  made  with  their 
approval  and  we  feel  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Town 
of  Greenland  have  been  served  and  will  continue  to  be 
served  as  long  as  the  present  working  conditions  are 
maintained. 
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The  installation  of  these  sections  of  water  mains 
has  added  four  adequate  hydrants  to  the  towns  fire 
protection,  one  on  Newington  Road  and  three  on  Tuttle 
Lane. 

Each  year  the  extension  of  water  mains  becomes 
more  vital  to  the  growth  of  our  town.  The  continued 
improvement  and  extension  of  our  water  system  has 
a  direct  effect  on  the  type  and  amount  of  expansion 
that  will  take  place. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  towns- 
people for  their  interest  and  support  this  past  year  and 
invite  you  to  come  to  us  at  any  time  with  problems  or 
suggestions  concerning  the  water  situation  in  the 
Town  of  Greenland.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


Preventing  Forest  Fires  Is  Our  Responsibility 

Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in 
New  Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible 
$5,545.  In  the  same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and 
towns  for  control  of  such  fires  for  which  no  responsibil- 
ity could  be  placed  cost  another  $24,634.  What  utter 
waste  of  tax  money  and  what  shameful  and  needless 
loss  of  timber  and  esthetic  values  in  the  2200  acres 
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burned.  Residences,  farms,  and  other  business  places 
were  threatened  with  possible  total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if 
every  citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard 
to  any  source  of  fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep 
our  fire  loss  low  by  remembering-  these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises, 
obtain  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Sea- 
sonal permits  may  be  issued  for  approved  in- 
cinerators and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding 
dry  windy  weather  and  preferably  burning  late 
in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control- 
pails  of  water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can, 
broom  for  grass  fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire 
out  of  control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or 
fire  department.  Continue  to  fight  it  until  help 
arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the 
hands  of  children.  It  is  never  to  early  for  parents  to 
install  in  the  child's  mind  a  respect  for  fire. 

Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  fifteenth  annual 
report.  , 

One  change  and  two  additions  were  made  in  the 
teaching  staff  for  this  year.  Miss  Carolyn  Carr  re- 
placed Mrs.  Barbara  Knight  as  teacher  of  grade  5.  Mrs. 
Virginia  Holder  was  elected  as  the  additional  school 
nurse  for  the  Supervisory  Union. 

When  school  opned,  Grade  1  had  enroollment  of 
forty  pupils.  The  School  Board  voted  to  divide  this 
group  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Arey  was  elected  as  an  addition- 
al teacher  for  this  purpose.  She  works  with  about  half 
of  grade  1  in  the  auditorium.  If  next  year's  first  grade 
has  an  enrollment  of  similar  size,  it  is  obvious  that  a 
serious  space  problem  exists  in  the  school.

This  is  total  of  250  which  is  an  increase  of  twenty- 
nine  pupils  over  last  year's  enrollment  for  the  same 
date  or  a  growth  of  11  .3  per  cent. 

A  part  of  this  report  is  devoted  to  a  statement  by 
Mr.  Frederick  King,  Teacher  Consultant  for  Super- 
visory Union  No.  16,  who  replaced  Mr.  Donald 
Elsemore  last  August.  He  outlines  some  of  the  work 
which  he  is  doing  in  his  role  as  supervisor  of  element- 
ary education.  He  reports  as  follows: 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  begin  work  this  school 
year  in  the  area  as  teacher  consultant.  I  have  found 
the  first  few  months  very  interesting,  and  I  feel  also 
a  sense  of  belonging  in  the  way  teachers  have  accepted 
me  as  one  of  the  "educational  family". 

Probably  the  chief  concern  of  the  teacher  consultant 
is  instructional  improvement.  Education  has  many  de- 
mands placed  upon  it.  The  modern  space  age  and 
educational  research  have  constantly  produced  pro- 
posed changes  on  what  we  teach  and  how  we  teach  it. 
There  must  always  be  a  continued  evaluation  of  what 
we  can  use  of  the  new,  and  what  is  worth  keeping  of 
the  old.  We  never  can  stand  still.  Education,  like  any 
other  profession,  is  constantly  looking  for  better  ways 
to  achieve  more  as  we  work  with  the  boys  and  girls 
of  this  area. 

A  program  of  instructional  improvement  is  only  as 
good  as  those  involved.  Any  program's  worth  can  be 
measured  by  the  desire  of  each  worker  to  bring  to  the 
job  the  best  he  has  to  offer.  I  have  found  excellent 
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cooperation  from  all  the  teachers  as  we  examine  what 
we  are  doing,  and  look  ahead  to  what  we  need  to 
change. 

My  role  this  first  semester  has  been  chiefly  one  of 
getting  acquainted  with  the  schools  and  their  staffs.  I 
have  tried  to  make  frequent  visits  to  the  classrooms  in 
order  to  view  the  teaching  process,  and  to  familiarize 
myself  with  teachers  and  pupils.  By  careful  analysis 
of  what  is  happening  in  the  classroom,  ideas  for 
working  with  teachers  can  be  gathered. 

Other  techniques  that  I  have  used  include  the 
individual  conference.  The  conference  is  an  exchange 
of  thinking  regarding  the  many  phases  of  teaching 
children.  I  would  hope  these  conferences  would  help  in 
encouraging  the  teacher  toward  future  professional 
growth  and  in  reaching  for  continued  improvement 
of  teaching  skills. 

Group  meetings  have  been  held.  I  feel  teachers 
should  have  a  share  in  the  responsibility  for  building 
philosophy  and  establishing  the  instructional  program 
of  the  school.  In  these  meetings  we  talk  over  local 
school  problems  and  exchange  ideas  toward  the  solu- 
tion. 

The  teaching  demonstration  by  the  consultant  of 
new  methods  and  materials  has  also  been  utilized.  This 
method  focuses  attention  upon  one  special  skill  in  an 
actual  classroom  situation.  The  teacher  observes  this, 
and  later  we  can  exchange  views  on  its  value. 

These,  then,  are  some  of  the  ways  I  have  used  as 
consultant  and  teacher  work  together  in  the  important 
task  of  helping  children  learn.  Throughout  this  report 
three  words  stand  out:  growth,  improvement  and 
achievement.  These  are  verbal  symbols  used  to  express 
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what  I  am  trying  to  do  as  I  seek  to  do  service  for  and 
with  the  teachers  of  this  area. 


The  additional  school  nurse  has  made  it  possible  to 
give  the  usual  pupil  checks-ups  and  examinations  and 
also  to  provide  a  health  education  program.  Physical 
examinations  by  a  doctor  and  the  nurses  was  a  forward 
step  in  the  health  program.  A  nurse  spends  a  part  of 
each  week  in  the  school  and  is  on  call  at  other  times 
in  case  of  an  emergency.  A  Health  Committee  consist- 
ting  of  a  representative  from  each  School  Board  in 
the  Supervisory  Union  has  been  formed  and  it  meets 
with  the  nurses  to  advise  them  and  to  determine  needed 
policies.  We  now  have  one  of  the  better  programs  in 
the  state. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  is  again  in  the  very  capable 
hands  of  Mrs.  Laura  Allen  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Booker. 

Mr.  John  Odiorne  is  doing  a  very  good  job  as  custod- 
ian of  the  school  building. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  its  inter- 
est in  the  school  program. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which 
follow. 

I  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  citizens, 
the  members  of  the  School  Board  and  the  teachers  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  rooms  at  Central  School,  which  seemed  so  empty 
a  few  years  ago,  are  now  rather  less  empty.  In  1955, 
when  I  came  to  Greenland,  the  enrollment  was  ap- 
proximately 140.  Today,  it  stands  at  nearly  250.  The 
faculty  has  grown  from  6  to  9,  the  first  grade  having 
been  split  this  year. 

The  Greenland  Parent  Teacher  Association  is  donat- 
ing funds  to  start  a  school  library.  This  will  supplement 
the  mathematics  and  science  books  which  are  being 
purchased  with  the  aid  of  federal  funds  under  Title  III 
of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act.  Another  tele- 
vision set  and  projection  screens  for  several  rooms  have 
been  purchased  with  the  aid  of  these  funds. 

The  new  baseball  diamond  has  been  completed.  The 
school  played  several  games  last  spring.  The  field  is 
marked  for  both  regulation  little  league  and  older  boys' 
competition. 

The  girls'  basketball  team  is  again  being  coached  by 
Mrs.  Ruth  Ladd.  The  girls  and  I  appreciate  her  gener- 
ous gift  of  her  time.  The  girls  team  has  thus  far  lost 
to  Eliot,  Maine,  and  Danville,  and  has  beaten  Rye. 

The  boys  are  enjoying  a  somewhat  more  successful 
year  than  previously.  At  this  writing,  they  had  won 
7  straight  games  before  losing  to  Exeter  Junior  High. 

An  operetta,  entitled  "Tom  Sawyer,"  will  be  pre- 
sented in  the  Spring.  The  eighth  grade  will  sponsor  a 
play  sometime  in  May  as  a  means  or  raising  money  for 
graduation  expenses. 
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The  Junior  Women's  Club  art  contest  was  held  earlier 
in  the  year.  Winners  were  chosen  in  each  grade.  The 
Club  is  also  sponsoring  Defense  Savings  Stamps  sales 
at  the  school. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  parents 
who  have  helped  us  with  transportation  to  games,  who 
have  served  as  room  mothers,  and  who  have  been 
helpful  in  many  other  ways.  Thanks  also  to  the  various 
organizations,  their  committees,  and  individual  mem- 
bers who  have  given  of  their  time  and  money  for  va- 
rious projects  at  the  school. 

To  the  Superintendent,  all  members  of  the  Super- 
visory Union  staff,  the  School  Board,  faculty,  and  all 
employees  of  the  School  District,  I  express  my  appre- 
ciation for  their  cooperation  and  support.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Although  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  school  health 
services,  some  accomplishments  can  be  reported. 

With  the  coming  of  the  third  nurse  on  a  school  union 
basis,  we  have  been  able  to  set  a  day  and  time  to  visit 
each  school.  More  time  has  been  made  available  to  set 
up  procedures  for  remedial  handicaps,  such  as  vision 
and  hearing  problems,  more  home  visits  made,  more 
time  available  for  teacher  conferences. 

Another  accomplishment  has  been  in  the  field  of 
health  education.  Wherever  routine  work  has  been 
completed,  such  as  in  hearing  and  vision  tests,  we  were 
able  to  follow  on  with  a  program  of  talks,  film  strips, 
movies,  demonstration  of  health  and  safety  topics.  This 
has  been  met  with  approval  of  teachers,  pupils  and 
parents.  There  is  much  to  be  done  in  this  field  but 
at  least  a  start  has  been  made. 

School  physical  examinations  were  held  in  Greenland 
for  the  first  time,  in  Grades  five  and  eight.  Parents 
were  invited  to  attend  with  their  children  and  many 
took  advantage  of  the  opportunity.  Regular  Health 
appraisals  are  very  desirable.  They  discover  health 
needs  earlier,  they  supplement  the  family  Doctor's 
services,  they  demonstrate  good  health  practices,  they 
provide  an  educational  experience  and  they  provide  an 
opportunity  for  health  conferences  of  pupils  and  par- 
ents. 

The  needs  still  unmet  in  health  services  are : 

1.  Dental  programs  for  low  income  groups. 

2.  Child  Guidance  Clinics.

3.  Speech  —  There  are  many  children  here  who 
are  in  great  need  for  speech  therapy.  Such 
problems,  when  help  is  not  available,  are  given 
the  added  burden  of  social  and  emotional  handi- 
caps. 

Although  all  above  services  are  needed  the  one  that 
affects  the  school  as  well  as  the  individual  child  and 
his  family  the  most,  is  the  emotionally  disturbed  child. 
The  numbers  that  fall  into  this  group  are  increasing  at 
an  alarming  rate.  Some  areas  have  found  it  necessary 
to  start  their  own  services  for  these  children  either  in 
the  schools  or  in  their  communities.  We  in  Union  #16 
are  in  as  great  a  need  as  any  other  area.  The  help  we 
can  get  is  scattered  and  wholly  inadequate.  Yet  the 
child  with  an  emotional  problem  can  be  quite  distract- 
ing to  the  whole  school  as  well  as  his  or  her  own  class- 
room. 

There  is  a  glimmer  of  hope,  at  present  still  far  over 
the  horizon,  that  some  day  we  in  Union  #16  can  obtain 
such  services  through  a  contemplated  family  service 
agency  or  by  buying  services  from  neighboring  areas 
where  such  services  are  in  the  process  of  being  formed. 

We  feel  convinced  that  a  full  school  year  of  nursing 
services  with  a  staff  of  three  will  bring  increased  bene- 
fits to  the  individual  school  as  well  as  the  Union  as  a 
whole. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  all  —  the  parents,  teachers, 
organizations,  that  have  helped  us  in  carrying  out 
school  health  services  during  the  past  year.
